THE PRINCE ALBERT ROUTE. 


The Regina end Prince Albert papers, who 
are advocating the Prince Albert route to 
the }ukon, seem tobe very diffident about 
coming down to actual figures and absolute 
facts regarding it, Probably their oppor- 
tunities for acquiring accurate information

Down Clearwater to head of steamboat 
navigation, 27 
Steamboat landing to Murray, 90 
Total 480 
Of this distance 45 miles is up stream on 
La Loche river. Both Beaver river and La 
Loche rivers are frequently too low for 
loaded boats to make good progress. On 
La Loche river there are three shallow 
rapids at which portages of half cargoes 
have to be made even in high water. The 
Long Portage is not supplied with teams by 
which large boats could be transported 
across, so that boats brought from Green 
lake would have to be hauled as best they 
might over a land portage twelve miles and 
over a rise of 700 feet. On the Clearwater 
there were five portages of half or whole 
cargo. Terre Blanche, one and a quarter; 
Au Pains, three-quarters; Grosse Roche, 
quarter; La Bonne, one; Cascade, three 
quarter, miles. 


Having gone into the question of com- 
parative cost very carefully, it was on Mr. 
Cowie’s report that the H. B. Co. aban- 
doned the Prince Albert in favor of the Ed- 
monton route,after the railway had reached 
Calgarv. 

The following are the factson the Ed- 
monton route : 


Miles. 

Wagon road Edmonton to Athabasca 
Landing, 96 
Landing to Grand Rapids,down stream, 167 
G. Rapids to McMurary, down stream, 87 


Total 340 

The navigation is entirely down stream, 
there is plenty of water for large boats at 
all seasons except late in the fall, and the 
total time taken from the Landing to Mc- 
murray is generally from four to seven 
days. There is « portage of cargo of half a 
mile at Grand rapids, and in low water a 
portage of half Joad for a few yards at the 
Cascade rapid. As to the respective 
merits of the two wagon roads in early 
days, the freight rate on the Green lake 
road was $2.50 when that on the Athabasca 
road was $1.25. Now the rate on the 
Athabasca road is 75c to $1.00 per hundred. 


The great drawback to the Prince Albert 
route is the difficulty and expense of the 
Long Portage and the numerous other 
small portages that have to be made, and 
Jakes to befcrossed, which necessitates a full 
beat crew for the whole trip from Green lake 
toMcMurrey. The only offset to this on the 
Edmonton route is the cost of guides through 
the rapids. But much better time can be 
made from Edmonton, and aside from the 
guides through the rapids, only a steering 
crew is required. Boats built at the Land- 
ing are taken in the water through to Mc- 
Murray, and if of the right build can be 
taken right through to the Yukon. 

No one at Edmonton has any objection to 
the Regina and Prince Albert people boom- 
ing that route, but it should be boomed on 
its meriis, not simply on jealousy of the 
success of the Edmonton route.

TO TRAVEL BY STEAM SLEIGH. 


Aparty of nine from Chicago, Yukon 
bound, arrived on last train. The names of 
the members ofthe party are: J. A. Har- 
ling, W. N.. Sherman, H. Freeman, H. 
Groath, D. Bu'n:, T. Hartigan, H. Miller, 
F. Terrell and Dr. J. B. Howe. An _ inter- 
esting feature of their ontfit will bea steam 
aleigh which they intend touse to transport 
themselves and their supplies from here ‘%o 
the Yukon, going by way of the frozen 
waterways wherever practicable. The ma 
chinery for the sleigh is now on the way 
having been shipped from Chicago on the 
Sth. The motive power. of the sleigh will 
be furnished -by an engine which revolves a 
heavy iron dram attached tothe underpart 
ef the frontiyob. Tho drum alone weighs 
373 pounds and is provided with spikes to 
catch onthe ice and snow. They state that on 
the level ground and a good road the machine 
will travel fifteen miles an hour, so even if 
delayed cn rough places on the rivers, they 
calculaie to make up the lost time on reach- 
ing level ice such ss Great Slave lake ard 
the Mackenzie river should offer. The con- 
trivance is similar to those ueedin Michigan 
lumber camps, where they draw heavy loads 
and sre found very satisfctory. The pro- 
jectors of the enterprise have rented 
Duplessis’ biacksmith shop and are busy mak- 
ing special runners of heavy material on 
which the machinery is to be placed on its 
arrival. The members of the party are 
practical men and are hopeful for the suc- 
cess of their project.
